The American price for Blue 
Eagle copper has been pegged for 
weeks at nine cents.

There 
is an import duty of four cents 
a pound on 
copper, and it

Potato digging season will start 


on most farms of the Upper Pen- 
insula within a week or ten days. 
Selecting a show sample is sim- 
plified by 
bavins a 
container 


handy to keep the most likely 
specimens in as they come from 
the digger. 
Thirty-two potatoes 


is a standard exhibit but several 
bushels of the very best, weighing 
around eight ounces, should be 
saved at digging time. From this 
lot select 50 to 60 tubers and 
wrap them separately in paper 
and store in a cool cellar until 
final selection of 32 is made for 
the show. 


The standard score card used 


in judging 
potatoes 
gives 
35 


points to trueness to type and var- 
iety, 35 points to uniformity in 
size, 
shape and 
color, and 
30 


points to freedom, from blemish 
or 
any 
surface 
irregularities. 


Show 
samples should 
never be 


washed but rather 
should 
be 


cleaned with a soft brush or cloth.. 
Potatoes of 
different 
varieties 


have different shapes and char- 
acteristics that are peculiar to the 
variety in question just the same 
as 
different 
breeds 
of 
cattle, 


sheep, or hogs have characteris- 
tics which distinguish one from 
the other. It is the duty of the 
showman to learn what these are 
and keep them in mind when 
making the selections. 
The re- 


mainder of the score is takeu 
care of by the showman in pre- 
paring his exhibit for the show. 


Every year losses are incurred 


In the crop by not exercising the 
proper 
precautions at 
digging 


time. 
This results iu a higher 


percentage of mechanical injury 
and consequently more culls or 
unmarketable potatoes. This loss 
is felt whether, potatoes are 50' 
cents a bushel or $1.00 . The only 
difference is in degree.
